,ff, tho President wrote to Congress on 
the 5th day of last December in regard 
;o the workiugmen of this country as 
'allows: He "receives at the desk of 
lis employer his wagus, and perhaps be- 
oro he reaches his homo is obliged, in 
a purchase for family use of an article 
which embraces his own labor, to return, 
n the payment of the increase in price 
which the tariff permits, the hard-earned 
compensation of many days of toil." 


Notwithatauding this great outrage on 


he workingmau, Cadsidy and other 
Democratic speakers tell the people that

To store up tho wateis of the Missouri 
aid its main affluents for the purpose of 
irrigation, Director Powell says, is to 
diminish the flood of the Mississippi, 
The principal source of sediment in the 
Mississippi is the Missouri river, aud 
with the abolition of the Missouri floods 
the sedimentary'loal of the Mississippi 
would be diminished and the ocouriug 
power of the less loaded floods from the 
Ohio and upper Mississippi would es- 
tablish for tha lower Mississippi a lower 
grade and deeper channel. 


BENEFIT TO THE SOOTH. 


What benefits such a change in the 


channel of tho great river would confer 
upon the Southern States cannot bo es- 
timated. The Geological Survey esti- 
mates that for every acre reclaimed to 
agriculture another acre will bo re- 
claimed in Louisiana. 
The delay in 


the sundry appropiiutiuu bill bus ma- 
terially interfered with Director Powell's 
plans respecting surveys for establish- 
ment of reserve* on the public domain. 


If the appropriation had been' made 


in time, surveying parties would have 
been sent to the headwaters of the 
Owens. Carson and Walker n v e r n i u the 
Sierra Nevada mountains of California, 
debouching into the arid lands of Ne- 
vadi. From these, surveys would have 
beon made on the headwaters of the 
Platte and Arkansas rivora. It is prob- 
able now that tha surveys will be be- 
gun on the streams in Southern Cali- 
fornia and Arizona, where the Winter 
climate is mild.

Dairymen's Paradise 


The Trnckee Republican says: 
The recent cold nights have warned 


tha numerous dairymen in the mountain 
valleys hereabouts that old Winter wil 
soon lay his ioy grasp upon their ranges 
and compel them to seek pastures new. 
The dairy business in this neighborhood 
has grown to large proportions during 
tfao last few years. The butter made ic 
thn valleys around Truckeo is better 
than that made anywhere else on the 
Coast and equal to any in the world, 
and people are beginning to find it out. 
Although the product has been doubled 
within the past ten years the demand still 
exceeds the supply. ThisJ)utter busi- 
ness adds not a little to the prosperity 
of Truckee, as it puts much money in- 
to circulation here. The dairymen pur- 
chase the greater portion of their sop- 
plies here, sell the products of their 
dairies here, and here their employes 
spend a great deal of their earnings. 
We wish they could be with ns always, 
but that is impossible. 
The conditions 


which make the mountain valleys such 
desirable places for dairies in the Sum- 
mer render them totally unfit for snob 
during the Winter. Were it not for the 
ntense cild and deep snows of this rc- 
ion in the Winter these mountain val- 
eys woaM be as dry and barren during 
the Summer as the plains on the other 
side of th.i mountains. But just about 
;ha time thins»« commence to dry up and 
die for lack of moisture on the western 
slope of the Sierras the snow melts in 
:nis region and the mountain-encircled 
valleys are carpeted with grasses the 
qualities of which for milk-producing 
are unequalled any where in the world. 
These grasses together with pure water 
and cool weathsr, is what makes the -vi- 
cinity of Truckeo the Mecca to which 
;ho dairymen on the other side of the 
slope make their annual pilgrimage. 
he present season uns been a very pros- 
jerous one with them—the hest for 
nany years. 
With happy heaits and 


leavy pooketbooks the dairymen are 
now gathering np their herds and will 
soon drive them over the mountains to 
Winter quarters, there to remain until 
smiling Spring again bids thn in return 
and *eap another golden harvs.st.

The Republicans of the State of Nevada in 
convention assembled agaia express their loy- 
alty to the principles ot the Republican party, 
which have made the country so great and pros- 
perous during the last quarter of a century. 


Resolved, That the question of a sufficient 
supply of a circulating medium to maintain a 
permanent range of the price of labor and 
property is the most important political ques- 
tion awaiting solution by the American people. 


Resolved, That a diminishing quantity of 
money reduces the price of labor and property 
increases the obligation of contract, enriches 
the creditor, impoverishes the debtor, and par- 
alyzes industry and enterprise.
